Pretending to Show Sketches AWN ASSAM 


Assassin Who Sat-Drawing During Banquet 
Got Close to President-Elect 
and Fired. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, July 18.—Presi- 
dent-elect Obregon many times 
narrowly escaped assassination. 
Several times during the presi- 
dential campaign his headquarters 
were bombed, 

The assassinatiaon 
came unexpectedly. Obregon was 
seated at a banquet given him by 
political supporters in the little 
town of San Angel, near Mexico 
City. While he chatted with hi; 
hosts, a band played Mexican mu- 
sic and a cartoonist drew sketches 
of the notables. 

Suddenly the cartoonist rose ana 
approached Gen. <Aaron Saenz, 
Governor of Nueva Leon, who was 
seated on Obregon’s left. He asked 
permission to show the cartoons t» 
the guest of honor. 

The man then turned to Obre- 
gon and fired. Obregon slumpe'l 
baek in his chair, moaning. There 
was a dash for the slayer and: pis- 
tols and knives were drawn, 
Cruz jumped in front of him and 
held off the men till police arrived. 

“No, let’s keep him, we want io 
find out who’s back of this,” Cruz 
shouted. : 

In the assassin’s portfolio the po- 
lice -found sketches of several 
prominent politicians, but none of 
these latter men could identify the 
artist. He is also unknown in Mex- 
ican newspaper offices. He seems 
to be about 24 years old, is thin and 
apparently in poor’ health. His 
cheeks are sunken and his lips 
protrude. He was shabbily dressed.

HE charm of Greenwich Vil- 
T tase is pronounced on a sultry 

evening. It is a part of town 
that completely relaxes in the 
splendor of a dying day and man- 
ages somehow to create a mood- 
detached, somber and a little mei- 
low. 

There is a verdant freshness to 
the little triangular squares which 
does not come to the other open 


places in the city. And the aura

Hotel, Leave for Parts 
Unknown After Beating. |

PINDALL, Ark., July 18.—This 
town is aroused over the alleged 
whipping of a woman, which fol-_| 
lowed a free-for-all fight, and cul- | 
minated in a raid by officers | 
Saturday which resulted in the ar- 
rest of Bill Greenhaw, alleged | 
leader of the moonshiners in this 
section. 

The trouble started early in the | 
week. Lem Hemphill and his wife | 
operate a hotel at Pindall, and it 
was there that the fight started. 
Hemphill engaged in a fight with 
@ boarder. 

Others interfered, giving Hemp- 
hill a beating. 

The following night a masked 
delegation waited on the Hemp- 
hills and whipped Mrs. Hemphill. 
It is claimed that the members of 
the party wore masks. Some per- 
sons claimed that they came from 
the vicinity of Western Grove, al- 
though Pindall officers who inves- 
tigated the matter say they have 
no evidence as to who composed 
the party. 

In the raid on the hotel, much 
furniture was smashed and other 
damage done. Immediately after | 
the raid, Hemphill and his wife left 
for parts unknown, it being said 
that the whipping party warned 
them to leave. They have both, 
been mixed up in various disturh- 
ances at Pindall before, and left 
there about two years ago follov- 
ing a shooting in which relatives 
were involved.

CONFRANC, Spain, July 18.— 

The first trans-Pyreneean rail- 
road from Pau, France to Jaca. and 
Saragossa, Spain. is an accom- 
Plished fact. It will receive its of- 
ficial dedication by President Dou- 
mergue of France and King A’- 
fonso of Spain. Regular service 
will start tomorrow. 

The opening represents an eco- 
nomic revolution for the French 
province of Bearn and the Spanish 
Province of Aragon. Hitherto they 
have been separated for seven 
months of the year since ithe only 
means of communication between 
them was a highway over the 
mountains. Now they are joined by 
an electric railroad which § is 
eyufpped in the most modern fash- 
ton and will be open to all the 
year round. 

The first section of the railroad 
from Pau to Oloron was opened in 
18S3. and the second section was 
Completed just before the world 
war. Work on the third section 
from Bedous to Confranc was prac- 
tically suspended during the con- 
flict. but was resumed soon after 
the armistice. There are 16 tun 
nels and 12 bridges in its 20 mil:s 
of track.
